Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants representative maintains that the Yu reference teaches 
against the instant claims because the method as taught by Yu would completely block the tumor vasculature and not 
allow lymphocytes and other immune cells access to the remaining tumor mass. The examiner did not find this 
agrument persuasive maintaing that immune cells neccessarily had access to the coagulated tumor after the treatment 
of Yu because the immune cells were responsible for the shrinkage of the tumor mass. The examiner pointed out that 
Yu specifically discloses the combination treatment not only for the coagulation of the tumor but for the induction of an 
immune response as well, therefore one of skill in the art would concludes that the coagulated tumor vasculature 
supported the induction of an immune response. The examiner additionally notes that the Yu reference was relied 
upon for teachings on the intra tumoral administration of realtively simple yet unspecific agents that act by direct 
contact with cells and the remaining prior art references were relied upon for teaching the obviousness of raising a TH1 
immune reponse.
